Sim ulating Nature 
He learned th a t instead of requir­ 
ing «ea w ater of a fixed and unvary­ 
ing salinity, th e oyster thrived in 
the tan k only w hen he introduced 
currents of fresh and salt water 
This sim ulated the tidal mixing of 
fresh and salt water th at occurs at 
the m ouths of rivers, whpre wild 
oysters love to settle down.

changes benefit hum an beings. V a­ 
riety is healthy.’’ 
Oysters, sedentary as flagpole sit­ 
ters. can't rove for food and m ust 
wait for the sea to bring it to them 
They are among the greatest tipplers 
in n atu re . They drink fifty gallons 
of w ater daily, sifting from it the 
nourishm ent they need. This is in 
th e form of plankton, m in u te o r­ 
ganism s which 
are, the bread

Starfish open oysters by secreting 
a fluid th a t paralyzes the muscles of 
the oyster th a t clove his shell. Soda j 
water, Dr. P rythereh found, has the J 
sa m e effect. 
By taking a tip from the seagulls 
lie found un even simpler way. Gulls 
open shellfish by flying up and drop­ 
ping them on the beach. T he impact 
dazes the shellfish.

found he could duplicate this ’‘shell­ 
shock'’ by placing oysters in a vio­ 
lently tumbling barrel while water 
je ts cleaned their shells.
